DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on January 9, 2007. These drawings are accepted by the 
Examiner. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the recited patient wristband form. 
The independent claims identify the uniquely distinct features of a substrate that include a 
transparent ply having a die cut in the shape of an elongated wristband with an opaque coating 
on a central portion, wherein there is a die cut in the transparent ply that forms an overlaminate 
for the central portion. The closest prior art of record, Huddleston et al. (USPN 5,653,472) in 
view of Haas (USPN 5,785,354) and Wiebe (USPN Re. 30, 786), disclose different wristband, 
which either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious the above 
limitations.
